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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 06-14-2004, which has been 
entered. Claims 1 and 3-4 are allowed. 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 06-1 6-2004. The examiner accepts these 
drawings. 

2. The drawings filed on 01-02-2002 are acceptable subject to correction of 
the informalities indicated on the "Notice of Draftsperson's Patent Drawing 
Review," PTO-948 mailed 01-02-03 and the applicant's drawing correction mailed 
04-02-2003. In order to avoid abandonment of this application, correction is 
required in reply to the Office action. The correction will not be held in abeyance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of a belt for CVT as 
set forth in claims 1 , 3 and 4, and in particular, include a triangle formed by the 
upper end a of the V-face, the lower end b of the V-face and the inner end c of 
the saddle face is an isosceles triangle in which the length of the sides ca are 
equal to the side cd. In addition, in claim 3, a pair of right recesses define in a 
lower surface and a folding resistant strength of the element body is uniform 
laterally and the position of the recess is determined in the vicinity of the point of 
intersection of the lines (S1 and S2) such that the lower edge of the element 
body is defined by the first line inside the recess and by the second line outside 
the recess and the line S1 is defined by Y=Yr •V[(L-X)/L}, where Y is the vertical 
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distance from S1 to the saddle to the saddle, at a given coordinate X from a 
reference point and Yr representing the vertical distance at the lateral point. In 
addition, in claim 4 each recess is positioned in the vicinity of a point of 
intersection of a straight line from a fulcrum for a total sum of moments applied to 
the saddle surface in parallel to the V-face of the first line S1 .
